There willbe no caste system—no 
elite with special priviteges and unfair ad- 
varitages over other creators, Every person 
has equal rights. Editors will make creative 
Judgements based upon a creators’ work, 


The First Law of Mail 
Aa mail must be opened and read by the 
Person to whom it Is addressed. No excap- 


The Second Law of Mail 
Mall from readers and fans should be 
treated with interest and respect. Those let- 
tere are from the peopie we work for. They're 
cur bosees. 


The Law of Dealing With 
Readers and Fans In Person 
This should be done as often as possible, 
at conventions, comics stores, and any- 
where else. Again, we work for: these 
people, and they should be treated accord- 
ingly. 
The Law of the Creation 
of Comics 
The are no rules governing or limiting 
creativity. There is nothing which must be 
done and nothing which cannot be done. All 
things are possible. lf something works, it 
works. If it doesn't work, never say it can’t. 
There /s a way. Try everything. 


That's a few of them. There are others, of 
course. Maybe someday I'll list some more.
